Gay and lesbian rights advocates 
came together Monday to decry the 
Conservative momentum behind a 
private member's bill they claimed 
would have endorsed, encouraged, 
and institutionalized hatred. 

Edmonton's Coun. Michael Phair, 
one of Canada’s earliest “out” politi- 
Gans, vehemently criticized the bill. 

“Bill 208 and its author are trying 
to turn back the clock, institutionaliz- 
ing prejudice and, | think, hatred. It 
is a cheap uncalled-for ploy to 
undermine tolerance and acceptance 
in this province. It is truly appalling 
and frightening to see the votes from 
government MLAs that this bill has 

garnered,” Phair said ata Monday 
press conference. 

Bill 208, the “Protection of Funda- 

mental Freedoms (Marriage) 
Statutes Amendment Act,” would 
have allowed marriage commission- 
ers to opt out of civil same-sex mar- 
riages, and give teachers the right to 
refuse to discuss same-sex marriage. 
Since same-sex marriage became the 


law of the land under Paul Martin’s 
ill-fated government, provincial 
Conservatives had asserted mar- 
riage commissioners would be per- 
mitted to “opt-out” of such cere- 
monies, but no legal provisions 
existed to support that assertion. 

Morton’s bill would have changed 
that. While most private members’ 
bills tinker with specific aspects of 
existing legislation, Bill 208 however, 
proposed a widespread shift, affect- 
ing not just schools and marriage, 
but Alberta’s own, hard-fought-for 

Human Rights Act. Premier Ralph 
Klein said he supported the bill, 
because it affirmed existing govern- 
ment policy. 

“Tt sends the message that hatred 
and intolerance are legitimate When 
it’s directed against this minority 
group. This is unconscionable,” said 
Julie Lloyd, a lesbian who is an 
Edmonton-based human rights 
lawyer and a member of Canada’s 
Human Rights Tribunal. 

She warned the precedent of such 
a bill, if passed, would encourage 
others in the public sphere to see dis- 
crimination against gays and les-

The amendment would foreclose 
on any chance of Albertans discover- 
ing whether the Chief Internal Audi- 
tor had discovered any financial or 
governmental mismanagement 
while reviewing government 
departments. 

Bill 20, if passed would prevent 
the disclosure of such hanky-panky 
by sealing the records of the Chief 
Internal Auditor for 15 years. 

In an extra effort to keep things 
secret, the amendment also forbids 
the release of “information that 
would reveal information about an 
audit by the Chief Internal Auditor 
of Alberta.” 

Liberal critic Mo Elsalhy echoed 
Pannu’s concerns about the bill, and 
noted that it also waters down 
remaining Freedom of Information 
provisions to penalized government 
officials who do not disclose infor- 
mation in reasonable amount of 
time. 

Bill 20 put opposition MLAs in an 
awkward position. Conservative 
MLA Mary-Anne Jablonski had vol- 
unteered to take the bill off the 
schedule for Committee of the 
Whole—the last step before a bill is 
passed—to allow Bill 208, a piece of 
legislation seen as offensive to the 
gay and lesbian community, a 
chance to be passed before the ses- 
sion finished. In their effort to kill 
Bill 208, Opposition Parties essential- 
ly cleared the way for Bill 20. 








Morton’s bill was in fact tied to his 
leadership bid, but expressed frus- 
tration at the fact it came forward in 
the first place. 

“Albertans have a lot of different 
views. We're nota monolith, but 
when these things get covered in 
national media, we're treated as a 
monolith, and a minority amongst 
diverse ideas,” he said. 

Phair acknowledged that the bill 
could very well die during the 
spring sitting of the legislature, 
which is expected to end in the com- 
ing week. However, he agreed that 
the message the bill and its support- 
er sends the gay and lesbian com- 
munity is chilling.

Boom time building debated 


Mandel focuses on money, architect on the masses , 





WHEN SOMEONE SAYS “THE INTEREST- 
ing thing is,” theyre usually wrong. 
Or lying. But when architect David 
Hamilton unsheathed the phrase— 
launching into fascinating, gory 
detail about the history of this city’s 
buildings and infrastructure even 
before his arrival in 1969—a minor 
epic unfolded, from pitches to pave 
the river valley to put a massive free- 
way where the Shaw sits today. His 
understanding of this city is clear. 
“What you have to remember,” 
the nerdy-confident designer and 
early LRT booster said after a forum 
at CBC’s live studio, “is that Edmon- 
ton has always been a party town, all 
the way back to the Fort days. We're 
a people that like to get out together 
and have a good time and our city 
planning should reflect this.” 
Hamilton was one of three blue- 
print panelists, including Mayor 
Stephen Mandel, whose comment 
that some of Edmonton’s architec- 
ture was “crappy” became the palpi- 
tating sound bite focus of the pro- 











gram. : 

After protracted “about myselfs” 
in which the mayor underlined that 
we're in a boom era and should 
responsibly make things shine while 
we can, hosts Sheilagh Rogers and 
Ron Wilson turned the questions 
over to an open-mic lineup of a cou- 
ple straight-talkers, but mostly bab- 
bling lunatics who couldn't ask a 
question in under 4,000 words if 
lives depended on it. One critic 
strangely found the river valley inac- 
cessible, complaining about non- 
indigenous flora and caterpillars in 
her eyes when she jogged. 

Mandel parried with another criti- 
cism, this time of the Shaw Confer- 
ence Centre’s blank-canvas, river- 
hiding facelift. First, oddly noting

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Lack of budget debate raises taxing questions 


OF THE SIX EXPERTS ASSEMBLED BY THE 
National Post to grade last week's 
federal budget, five were from the 
business world and one was the 
head of a right-wing taxpayers’ fed- 
eration. So it wasn't surprising they 
were all keen on Stephen Harper's 
tax-cutting budget. Their only com- 
plaint was that the tax-cutting didn’t 
go farther. 

Of course, no one turns to the 
National Post for balanced debate, 
certainly not on the subject of tax- 
cutting—a goal which lies at the 
heart of the right-wing dogma 
championed by the Post. 

But the tendency to measure the 
worth of a budget by the extent of its

tax relief is becoming standard in 
our media. On CBC's The National 
last week, right-winger Andrew 
Coyne held centre stage on a panel 
of journaiists with his contention 
that the budget didn’t cut taxes 
enough. The other panelists either 
agreed or had no opinion. 

Nobody offered the counter view- 
point-—that taxes are 2 crucial vehi- 


dle for paying for public services we 
need and want, and cutting taxes 
diminishes our ability to have these 
services. 

No sensible person would deny 
Canadians want these services: 
health care, education, pensions, 
public transit, highways, water 
inspection, parks, libraries, muse- 
ums, police, to mention a few. 

Most Canadians would probably 
like to have more and better public 
services, as people do in Europe and 
particularly Scandinavia, where 
taxes are high and public services 
are fabulous. But in our stifled 
media debates, this option isn’t even 
raised. 

This amounts to a national 
tragedy, especially now, when our 
massive federal surpluses—$17 bil- 
lion this year and $19 billion next 
year—could easily be invested in 
rebuilding public programs or creat- 

ing new ones that would make a real 
difference in people's lives. This 
money could do wonders for public 
transit, or for creating a national 
drug program or free dental care for 
children. 

Instead of building new pro- 
grams, Harper is destroying what 
we have. 

Next year his government will axe

the national child care program, 
finally worked out after years of fed- 
eral-provincial wrangling. The $1 
billion saved from this cancellation 
will enable the government to inject 
yet more money into the military, 
one of Harper's top priorities. But 
are these the priorities of Canadians? 
Let’s take something basic: post- 
secondary education. By any stan- 
dard, investing in post-secondary 
education is a slam dunk. It creates a 


more educated public, raises nation- 
al productivity, gives young people 
a shot at improving their lives and 
realizing their dreams. But there's 
almost nothing in the Harper budget 
to increase access to post-secondary 
education. That doesn’t matter to the 
six experts the National Post assem- 
bled to grade the budget. Their kids 
will go to university anyway and 

go on to earn big incomes like their 
parents. 


But imagine if the government 
had used the surplus to ensure that 
other kids also have a shot at univer- 
sity—not just a shot at saving 50 
cents in GST on their next pair of 


jeans.

Scott Griffin’s vision of Africa reinforces ugly 





MY HEART IS AFRICA 
By Scott Griffin 
Thomas Allen, 296 pp.. $26.95 





“BUT THE EMPEROR HAS NOTHING ON 
at all!” 

At least, that’s the feeling that one 
gets from reading My Heart is z 
In Andersen's classic fairy tale, the 
task of shouting out the obvious is 
left to the child who has not yet 
learned social propriety 

In the world of literature, it falls to 
the reviewer to shout, “Scott Griffin 
is still trying to write himself out of a 
paper bag!” 

Of course, the relationship 
between writerly skill and success in 
publication can be represented by 
the simplest of Venn diagrams: two 





circles that intersect only sometimes 
xplain. Scott Gr My

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fin’s name, you should. His back 
jacket biography reveals that he is 
both “major shareholder of two 
manufacturing companies and the 
owner of House of Anansi Press 
Inc.” Heard of the Griffin Poetry 
Prize?

bly a bigger pie slice than that of the 
federal government. 

The upshot of the situation is that 
Griffin has written a well-inten- 
tioned, dubiously constructed, naive 
account of working fora NGO in 
contemporary Africa. Whereas other 
memoirs so uneven in style and nar- 
rative nuance are relegated to the 
reject pile, Griffin's entirely 
admirable contributions to the arts 
meant that his manuscript had a dif 
ferent fate. 

Moreover, consider Griffin's mot- 
vation for visiting Africa: 

“T had always been intrigued by 
the idea of Africa. Africa conjured 
up all that was fundamental, raw, 
and powerful with a deep undercur- 


stereotypes 


rent of mystery. The heavy beat of 
dark African nights suggested incar- 
nate desire, danger, and fear. Africa 
was part of my romantic inventory.” 

That this stereotype-ridden men- 
tality forms the basis for Griffin’s 
experiences makes one’s jaw drop 
open. No doubt Griffin is well-inten- 
tioned, but good intentions ought to 
be combined with a dose of self- 
awareness. 

Meanwhile, two chapters outline 
how Griffin crashes his Cessna and 
must employ the labour of dozens to 
retrieve it, and another whole chap- 
ter is devoted to how he and his wife 
are taken into custody after they 
land illegally in Tanzania for a pic- 
nic 

Although these exploits are per- 
haps mesmerizing for the fellow 
aeronautic enthusiast, general read- 
ers will be shocked by Griffin's cava- 
lier attitude. That he belongs to the 
most privileged demographics in the 
world does not really penetrate Grif- 
fin’s mentality. 

In My Heart is Africa's depictions 
of that dark, raw “other,” Africans 
are roughly divided up into those 
that are mooches, those that are vio- 
lent, and those that have accepted 
their “unlucky” fates and are sub- 





missive to white rule. The fact that 
he happens to be white and very 
wealthy is only a matter of fortuitous 
fate. 

The most interesting parts of My 
Heart is Africa are those where Grif 
fin takes advantage of the insights 
available to those who spend such 
a lengthy period of time on the 
continent. 

Flying over DeBeers’ diamond 
mines in Namibia, warned by 
DeBeers that they will be shot down 
if they fly too low inside the dia- 
mond company’s nearly- 
autonomous territory, is an exhila- 
rating first-person account of the 
industry’s exploitative nature. 

Additionally, his conversations 
with David Huntington of the Unit- 
ed Nations illustrate the corruption 
of NGOs. As the hoopla last year 
surrounding Live 8 indicates, the 
idea that Africa will just get better if 
we throw more money at aid organi- 
zations (versus reducing agricultural 
subsidies to help Africa develop a 
wholly indigenous economy, say) 
remains widespread. 

Although frustrating to read, My 
Heart is Africa does allow insight into 
the mind of a man who is extremely 
financially successful. 

His decision to fly home through 
Western Africa, for instance, despite 
the overwhelming dangers of the 
route, was justifiable because it was 
“a goal I had set for myself before 
leaving Canada.” Never mind the 
reality of the situation.

Tasty Tom’s doesn’t harsh on egg’s mellow

I LOVE BREAKFAST COOKS. THEY’RE 
friggin’ mercenaries. In an industry 
that prefers to sleep until noon, these 
guys are up at the crack of dawn, 
putting up plate after plate of food 
for droopy-eyed and hungry cus- 
tomers often more interested in 
nourishment than they are a dining 
experience. Cooking breakfast is a 
hot, unrelenting, stressful form of 
line work that often gets reduced to 
short-order cooking, filled with little 
“short-cuts” or “cheats” that some 
find necessary for survival to make 
up for shortcomings. 

Despite the lack of respect it gets 
in the culinary world, breakfast 
cooking done correctly can also be 
the ultimate showcase of a cook's 
skills. So, whenever I go out for 
breakfast, I always check out the 
folks on the line and silently wonder 
if this will be the time I find champi- 
ons, or hired guns waiting for a bet- 
ter gig to come along. When I stum- 
ble across champions, I want to roll 
up my sleeves and show them the 
scars on my inner forearms sus- 


tained from burns after years of 
reaching into hot ovens, and scream 
out, “Semper fi man! I’m one of you 
guys!” 

But my wife never lets me. 

The line at Tasty Tom’s Diner is 
partially open to allow a good view 
of the cook’s activities, but in spite of 
this, or maybe because of it, my wife 
asked if we could sit on the patio at 
the back of the restaurant—far from 
the line. 

I didn’t put up much of a fight. It 
was a beautiful day and the sun was 
pouring into the covered patio 
space, so sitting outside seemed like 
a much more appropriate way to 
enjoy a spring morning than sitting 
in the cozy dining room. 

The breakfast choices were fairly 
limited, which is often a good sign. If 
a breakfast joint offers a huge variety 
of items, there’s generally too much 
mis en place (preparation) that needs 
to be done, and it can lead to cooks 
taking shortcuts (like cooking bacon 
in the a Re or relying on 
processed foods 

The other caeinal thing that 
jumped out at me right way was the 
fact that the waitress was cheery and

more than willing to accommodate 
variations, signaling a good working 
relation with the coke) i in the back. 
If a line cook is struggling to keep 
up, the stress level rises with every 
order and all the anxiety is usually 
vented on the servers. So, when we 
asked if we could get one order of 
pancakes split for the kids, and were 
informed that it would be absolutely 
no problem, I read it as a sign that 
the cooks were in control of things 
back there and wouldn't freak-out 
and scream at the waitress for 
asking. 

That's good. Stressed-out scream- 
ing cooks throwing things usually 
correlates fairly well with crappy, ill- 
prepared food. 

Everything about Tom’s was 
pointing in the right direction and so 
I thought to myself, “What the Hell! 
I'm going for it,” and ordered an 
omelet. 

In my humble opinion, there’s 
nothing quite as simple, yet elegant 
and divine as properly prepared 
French omelet, and the trick is all in 
the methodology. 

A traditional omelet is prepared 
by lightly fluffing three eggs ina 


bowl (no water or milk added) 
which are then poured into a 
greased, hot, seasoned steel pan. The 
pan is held over the heat and moved 
ina clockwise direction (or counter 
clockwise... who cares), while the 
eggs are stirred quickly with a fork 
in the opposite direction. Just as the 
eggs begin to set, the pan is pulled 
off the heat and the chosen fillings 
are added. It goes back on the heat 
for just a second to allow the eggs to 
set a little more (but not so long as to 
let a brown crust form), and then the 
omelet is rolled out of the pan onto a 
plate where the latent heat finishes 
cooking the eggs. The result is a 
moist and creamy treat that can’t be 
beat for simplicity. 

Omelets prepared properly are 
the true sign of a high quality break- 
fast place in my mind. Theyre the 
bright line test that tells you immedi- 
ately you've got a champion in the 
kitchen instead of a mercenary. 

Truthfully, I don’t think I really 
expected to get a French omelet at 
Toms, so | wasn’t all that disap- 
pointed when I didn’t get one. What 
I got was a big (four-egg) crusty 
folded in half over processed cheese 

dish, with various meats embed- 
ded in it ($9). Apart from the 
processed cheese slice, and despite 
its being a little greasy, it wasn’t too 
bad. It was served with a substantial 
portion of pretty tasty home-fried 
russet potatoes and thick slices of 
toast, which made me think where 





they lacked in quality they were 
hoping to make it up in quanity. 

As for the kid’s pancakes, despite 
the fact that the place was packed, 
the cooks took the time to make 
small child-sized johnnycakes for 
them. They could have simply just 
halved the order by giving us an 
extra plate, which would have been 
the shortcut an over-taxed and 
stressed-out mercenary would have 
opted for. Instead, these guys were 
in control of their world. They man- 
aged to produce some reasonably 
good, home-style breakfast food, 
and by all accounts, they can appar- 
ently do it consistently. 

On our way out, before my wife 
knew what was happening, | tri- 
umphantly raised a fist in the air as a 
sign of solidarity for the cooks and 
whispered, “Semper fi man!” 
Always faithful.

space. The tiny theatre is trans- 
formed into a swank New York 
loft—exposed brick and all—by pro- 
duction designer Brian Bast. In this 
deceptively calm environment, 
Kloster and Golosky pace, prowl, 
snarl and claw at each other as sirens 
wail faintly, and the incessant ring- 
ing of telephones intrude on their 
private war. 


Inglis’s pacing is perfect, lulls in 
the volleys of hurtfulness, that allow 
the audience a moment to catch its 
breath before hurtling into the next 
round of revelations. The world is 
naturalistic, avoiding the temptation 
to render it surreal and the charac- 
terizations almost mundane in their 
terrifying matter-of-factness. 

Bound by the physically small 





space, Kloster and Golosky seethe 
like overheated mercury. They are 
completely in the moment, utterly 
committed and spot on—watching 
them is like witnessing a vitriolic 
argument in a public space. They are 
captivating and unsettling. 

The Mercy Seat is one of this sea- 
son’s must see productions.

Almost hooked

THERE’S MORE THAN A SPRINKLE OF 
fairy dust elevating the Citadel's epic 
production of Peter Pan. Magical 
moments abound, from the transfor- 
mation of flowers into people, a mis- 
chievous dancing shadow, the flit- 
ting Tinkerbell and a man-eating 
crocodile chasing its prey. The old 
favourites throng the Shoctor stage 
in full glory—a bloodthirsty Captain 
Hook, his sycophant Smee, the 
Pirates, Tiger Lily, the Lost Boys, and 
finally, john, Michael, Wendy, and 
Pan himself 

It's a sincerely magical reworking 
of a tale that’s enchanted children of 
all ages for more than a century. 
Tom Wood, in eschewing the 
exceedingly proper Edwardian 
world of the Darlings and trans- 
planting them in the Prairie Dust- 
bow! of the 1930s, has injected an 
earthy immediacy. 

The stakes for Wendy in this re- 
telling aren't the impending require- 
ment to pin up her hair and act the 
lady; rather, the desperate condi- 
tions on the family farm may require 
her to leave home and get a job in 
the city. For her brothers, the 
Depression means the erosion of a 
beloved father’s affection and the 
stamping out of dreams and imagi- 
nation. Real life for these kids is a 
grim proposition—no wonder they 


embrace the chance to fly away from 
it all to Neverland. 

Once there, the kids experience 
both wonderment and danger while 
conquering their personal fears. 
However, Wood manages to keep 
an ominous ambiguity present in the 
events unfolding onstage. Nothing is 
as it appears to be, and the Darlings 
must hold fast to themselves in 
order to return home safely. 

Carrying the themes through are 
Leslie Frankish’s lovely sets. An attic 
bedroom covered with newspaper 
in sepia tones, decorated with a kids’ 
eye rendering of the farm, slides 
away to reveal a strange universe 
through which the children fly until 
they reach Neverland, a bright land 
floating in a black void. It’s a tangle 
of velvety roots, deep seas, and fer- 
bidding rock, a playground for 
Baker's cast of pirates, mermaids, 
kids, and crocs. 

As with A Christmas Carol, Baker 
has welded an enormous cast of dis- 
parate ages into an engaging ensem- 
ble. They swash and buckle, dance 
and caper joyfully through this wist- 
ful adventure. There’s always some- 
thing fun to watch, whether it be 
grumpy pirates searching the audi- 
ence for intruders, the hip-hop danc- 
ing Lost Boys, or a daring rescue in 
the rising tide. 

However, this Peter Pan suffers 
from adolescent growing pains. 
Opening night's performance suf- 
fered from a lack of cohesion that, no 
doubt, stems from the logistics of 
coordinating the sets and action. 
This caused massive energy sags 
that prevented the performance 





from gaining a fluid momentum. 
Some moments, like the extended 
battle between Hook and the croco- 
dile, are overdone, and the inclusion 
of a Bonnie Raitt-singing mermaid 
plumbs the depths of schmaltz (ditto 
for the Bob Dylan voice over and 
Chumbawumba). They jolt the 
viewer out of the play’s reality. 

The bravura performances of 
Ullyatt as the bone-chilling dandy 
Hook, Wade Lynch’s persnickety 
Smee, the Lost Boys and Aaron 
Stern’s cocky portrayal of the eternal 
child do much to ameliorate the 
unevenness of the evening. — 

As this Peter Pan grows up, it will 
likely become more enchanting.

ALAIN MACKLOVITCH WAS JUST A KID 
with grooves. In 1995, he dropped 
his first needle on a record. Two 
years later, the one they dubbed A- 
Trak was crowned World Champi- 
on at the DMC turntablist competi 
tion. He was 15 years old. 

By the turn of the millenium, after 
winning all three major world DJ 
titles (DMC, ITF, and Vestax) and 
having been made an honorary 
member of the Invisibl Skratch Piklz 
(Q-Bert, Mixmaster Mike), A-Trak 
retired from the Dj battle scene. It 
was time to move on and become a 
full-blown performer / producer. 

Ten years have passed since the 
young Montreal native caused a 
commotion throughout the hip-hop 
world, and with a new DVD (Sun- 
glasses Is A Must) and a prized spot 
on rapper Kanye West's tour as his 
own personal DJ, A-Trak rocks the 
dance floor like never before. 

SEE managed to steal a little bit of 
the DJ's time for a quick chat about 
the state of contemporary turntab- 
lism, his DVD and live routines, as 
well as working with someone of 
West's stature. 


SEE: In the world of music, tumntab- 
lism is considered more experimen- 
tal and innovative than other forms 


of musical expression, but overall, 
underground rap as a genre has 
fallen into a weird state of tradi- 
tionalism. Why do you think this 
is? 


A-Trak: agree. To me, that’s the 
biggest problem with indie hip-hop 


nowadays. It’s a scene that originally 


came up out of frustration with 
generic, stagnant rap—like in the 
Bad Boy era—and indie rap used to 
be creative and interesting. Now 
everyone wants to sound like Gang 
Starr, and it’s boring because it falls 
short all too often. 

Turntablism isn’t quite the same but 
I still feel like the scene isolated itself 
too much for its own good. 


You recently did a song with the 
Diplomats (Hell Rell, 40 Cal, JR 
Writer) called “Don’t Fool With 
The Dips.” Do you agree with their 
content, necessarily? Or do you 
chock it up to the old NWA “it’s all 
in good fun” rule? 


Yeah, I really don’t judge their con- 
tent. To me, with the Diplomats, it’s 
all about style and they're just being 
flashy and extravagant. Their energy 
is unreal. 


Are there any direct influences for 
the content of the DVD? Like other 
pieces that interested you before? 


The DVD basically came together 


from existing footage, so it was kind 
of a self-contained experience. But I 
remember watching Dogtown and Z- 
Boys when I was starting to work on 
it and I wanted my DVD to appeal

to audiences outside of the scratch 
world—similar to what that movie 
did for skateboarding. 

lalso really liked how Tupac Resur- 
rection stringed together a narrative 
from bits and pieces of old footage 
and pictures. For the first chapter of 
my DVD I had much less footage to 
use than for the rest, so I had to fig- 
ure out ways to make it into a coher- 
ent narrative, and that movie 


inspired me. 


For the aspiring DJs out there: what 
should one expect to see from a 
good competitive DJ routine? 


| think a good battle routine should 
be gripping and keep surprising 
you. It should also flow well and, of 
course, be impressive. And it should 
stand out from what other DJs are 
doing because too many people 
sound the same now. 


How do you pick the vocal samples 
out of songs that you use for cuts? 


Sometimes it'll just pop in my head 
when Im listening to the track, and 
I'll just need to find a few other sam- 
ples and words to put the whole 
thing together. Sometimes Ill think 
of what kind of record I want to be 
using, depending on the theme of 
the song and the kind of reference I 
want to bring about, and I'll just lis- 
ten to a bunch of records to find 
something that matches the idea. 
Sometimes I also just listen to some 
random a capellas in hopes of find- 
ing the perfect sample. 


When did you start doing produc- 
tion work? What can we expect 
from you in the future, musically? 


I started messing around with pro- 
duction around ‘99, 2000. But it’s 
really in the last two years that I got 
into it more seriously. Right now, 
my main focus on production is 

my solo album and a couple of beats 
for GLC’s album. My beats are pret- 
ty rich and layered with lots of 
samples. 

[ try to make tracks that bang hard 
and I pay a lot of attention to the tex- 
tures of sounds, listening to a grip of 
records for that right snare drum... 
That's why I work pretty slow. 


What is the recipe to making a 
dynamic instrumental? 


I don’t know of any recipes, alas. 


Is Kanye mean to you? I’m mean to 
my DJ sometimes, but he does a lot 
of dumb shit. 


Nah, I have a good relationship with 
Kanye. I've seen him be difficult 
with some people who fall short of 
what he expects—lighting guys, for 
example. But I’ve never had any 
issues with him. In fact, we build the 
show together, so we kinda carry the 
show together too. 


When you are DJ-ing a party like 
this show with The Rub, should we 
expect crazy cuts interspersed with 
30-second snippets of recognizable 
songs like Roc Raida, a pure scratch 
clinic, or just a mix of dope songs 
with some cuts here and there? 


It’s very far froma scratch clinic. We 
actually play for the whole night— 
like from 10 to 2. Tlet them warm up 
the crowd, and then we basically 
trade off for the rest of the evening: 
party rocking and doing live remix- 
es, sometimes on four turntables. 
And my turntablist routines are inte- 
grated in all of that. It’s a big sound 
system where there's always some- 
thing going on. Our stage set-up 
looks like the Starship Enterprise,

The Strokes set their sights on worldwide domination

BEING A ROCK STAR THESE DAYS 
doesn’t quite have the same appeal 
as it once did. Since the hallowed 
exit of Saint Kurt in particular, our 
modern-day rock stars have spent 
just as much time fretting over their 
fame as they spend basking in it. 
ulian Casablancas of The Strokes, 
for one, has wizened up three 
albums in—whether or not that 
hird record, First Impressions of 
Earth, seems to: speak otherwise. 

A somewhat more layered affair 
han their successful sophomore 
comeback Room on Fire, First Impres- 
sions sees The Strokes in reinvention 
mode, the likes of “Juicebox” and 
“Electricityscape” treading relative- 
y—at least for them—new ground. 

The biggest surprise, however, _ 
comes in the album’s smallest pack~ 
age. e 

Composed of little more than a 
mellotron and Casablanca’s voice, 
“Ask Me Anything” proclaims (per- 
haps damningly so), “I've got noth- 
ing to say/I've got nothing to 
give/Got no reason to live.” 
Depending on your perspective, 
“Ask Me Anything” works as an 
easily mocked self-summation or 
The Strokes’ finest gesture. 

“Well, no, I don’t think I've got 
nothing to say. The song’s about the 
exact opposite of what people actu- 
ally do. It’s about feeling speech- 
less,” Casablaneas explains. “It’s 
almost a weird sarcastic thing. It’s 
like when a rock band decides to get 
all ‘political—I don’t even know the 
effect of it. If anyone's trying to do 
something positive, I’m all for it, but 
Sometimes it’s more like, ‘Wow, 
what can you say about that?’ And if 
you've got nothing to say, then why 
are you even talking?” 

As far as mistrusting mockery - 





goes, The Strokes (and Casablancas 
in particular) have already faced 
their share of attacks at the hands of 
the press. 

Derided as a phony egomaniac 
(underground rock bands don’t typ- 
ically come with huge trust funds 
and Ivy League pedigrees), 
Casablancas at one point seemed 
stuck in the downward spiral of 
overwhelming stardom cliché. 

“When I get attacked, I deflect and 
then I counterattack,” he says joking-

ly. “But really I think that’s just the 
nature of my position. | don’t know 
who's safe nowadays—f you put 
yourself out there then I guess you 
put yourself at that kind of risk. 
“Still, when people make refer- 
ences to us, 80 per cent of the people 
don’t even know who the fuck we 
are. We're just an underground pop 
band—the biggest of the under- 
ground. I don’t really fence it—I 
think people will come around.

Either it’s up to us to make some- 
thing good and get approved the 
way.I hope we do, or we don’t and 
people can take their shots and 
they’Il be totally deserved.” 

The Strokes’ style of overnight 
success came not only with the pres- 
sures of international rock stardom, 
but the bizarre press-fueled pres- 
sures of heading the revitalized New 
York scene and “saving rock ’n’ roll” 
altogether. For Casablancas, howev- 
er, the biggest push comes from 
within 

“T have a lot of self-imposed pres- 
sure, so | think that my inner pres- 
sure is harder than the outside world 
pressure. Usually we seem to have 
come through and people still say, 
‘They have failed.” 

Finding the right path, however, 
has not been a process without the 
occasional detour. Initial sessions for 
Room on Fire were completed with 
UK super-producer Nigel Godrich, 
the man behind Radiohead's OK 


Computer and subsequent re-inven- __ 


tion. The results were scrapped and 
the Strokes returned to New York to 
lick their wounds. 

“We wanted him to OK Computer- 
ify us,” Casablancas recalls, “Like 
the beginning of ‘Paranoid 
Android,’ which sounds so amazing 
to me. We were hoping he could do 
that to our vibe, making everything 
sound so distinct and slick, but also 
part of a groovy, funky creature. 
And that’s not what happened. We 
walked into the room with com- 
pletely different ideas, doomed from 
the start.” While it would indeed be 
interesting to hear The Strokes go 
head-to-head with Godrich’s flotsam 
approach, Casablancas is set on 
keeping it all under wraps. 

“Have those been destroyed?” he 
asks someone else in the room. “We 
should just get those destroyed. 
Really.”

THE EXTRA MILE 

IT'S A RARE NOTION IN A GENRE LIKE DANCE 
music—where most tracks and albums are 
made by individuals as opposed to groups— 
but Tony McGuinness is someone who truly 
believes that the whole is greater than the 
sum of its parts. 

In 1999, he was working A&R for Wam- 
er Music in the UK when he convinced them 
to let him do a remix of a track that com- 
pletely blew him away—Chakra’s “Home.” 
After the fact, he discovered that he would 
need much more musical talent to accom- 
plish what he wanted—that's when Jonathan 
Grant and Paavo Siljamaki came along and 
Above & Beyond were bom 

Although he still makes dub tracks on his 
own, the majority of his time is spent with 
Above & Beyond. “The fundamental differ- 
ence that comes from working with someone 
else is that it’s easier to unashamedly like the 
music you produce,” explains McGuinness. 
"By yourself it’s very difficult to step outside 
of what you re making and say that it’s great 
because there is always self-doubt. But with 
others, you get this upward spiral of creation 
when someone else can hear it~you decide 
what are the good parts, ditch the rubbish 
parts and everyone Fel energized by what 
they're contributing.” 

Almost immediately their remix talents 
were greeted with high demand and Pete 
Tong dais them “UK's new trance super- 
stars.” 

But it turned out to be as DJs that they 
would receive their first acclaim in the popu- 
lar and crifical limelight. Case in point: they 
were asked to do an Essential Mix for BBC 
Radio 1 in 2004, and later in the year it was 
voted “Essential Mix Of The Year.” Their suc- 
cessful DJ skills will bring them to Edmonton 
on Thursday, May 18, at Fever (West 
Edmonton Mall), as they tour North America 
to support their first full-length album, Tri- 
Stote. 

While their sets are usually club-focused 
and many of trance’s most popular arche- 
types included within, Tri-State is a unique

album of the genre and McGuiness admits 
that they were extremely nervous about what 
peo le would think of it. “First, every france 
track has a woman singing in it, Suddenly 
there's a man, and he’s singing a vel sad 
song while this single is getting played in a 
club with a bunch of people?” explains a 
bewildered McGuinness about their first sin- 
gle, “Alone Tonight.” 

“But the true thing for anyone who loves 
trance is that they love all sorts of music. Tri- 
State is the result of loving film music and Jeff 
Buckley and Pet Shop Boys.” 

McGuiness also exclaims his enjoyment 
for “plaintive, sad indie-rock” but doesn’t 
necessarily frown at the club tracks he’s pro- 
duced in the past under various pseudonyms, 
or ones that he'll produce in the future. 
Above & Beyond just wanted to do some- 
thing different. 

“Making music for clubs, you're involved 
in music to be played at a certain time with 
rules and regulations, so there's a lot of 
things that get ruled out. What we 
wanted to do for the album was think of the 
broadest edges of our essential mix. Free 
ourselves from the shackles of club music to 0 
what we wanted. Stuff that had touched us in 





the past.” 

Although its not necessarily “edgy” to 
admit it, touching people is all MeGuiness 
hopes to do. “We enjoy the process of mak- 
ing pop music. We're not embarrassed. If 
you make something that sounds like it’s 
identikit, cookie-cutter music it doesn’t feel 


whole.

Barrier, a 22-year old DJ, and 
William “Rakim” Griffin, a 17-year 
old rapper, changed the manner in 
which future black rhythm ‘n blues 
would be produced in the space of 
roughly three minutes. 

Eric B, who‘d grown up in 
Elmhurst and Queens, and Rakim, 
who hailed from Wyandanch on 
Long Island, met in the autumn of 
1985 when Eric B arrived on Long 
Island as roving DJ for a New York 
radio station. They put together a 
demo, “Eric B Is President,” which 
they sent to producer Marley Marl, 
who'd previously collaborated with 
Queens-rapper Roxanne Shante on 
singles like “Roxanne’s Revenge,”

and “Go On Girl.” Shortly after, 
“Eric B Is President” was released as 
a single, and Eric B & Rakim signed 
a recording deal with 4th & Broad- 
way. 


BEATS FOR LISTENERS 

“It’s been a long time/I shouldn't 
have left you/without a strong 
rhyme to step to,” go the lines of “I 
Know You Got Soul,” their first sin- 
gle on 4th & Broadway, and the 
fourth track on “Paid in Full.” Eric B 
keeps the beats in strict control, 
while Rakim leaves his girlfriend for 
a career asa witch master general of 
the microphone.

time, alright, but it would never 
have worked without a strong 
rhyme. 

Minimal, hard, and deadly seri- 
ous: “Paid in Full” gave birth-to the 
strict, technically brilliant, and 
almost scientifically disciplined hip 
hop that would dominate the scene 
until the arrival of De La Soul's 
“Three Feet High and Rising.” With 
Eric & Rakim it’s stricter than most; 
the beats, the rhyme, and the mix 
is all. 

Inan early interview Eric B 
claimed that Rakim’s mom could be 
considered the group's third mem- 
ber. Her large and eclectic collection 
of old vinyl made her, as far as Eric B 
was concerned, the queen of hip 
hop. She owned “everything.” 
Inspired by Rakim’s mom’s record 
collection, Melle Mel, LL Cool J, vin- 
tage jazz, Cassius Clay, and James 
Brown, they created a progressive, 
consistent and well-structured 
sound; a cleverly sampled and 
mixed collage of rhythms, rhymes, 
and melodies. 


DON’T SWEAT THE TECHNIQUE 

But despite the precision of their 
music, Eric B and Rakim never 
rehearsed: “If it’s up in my head, itll 
come out in my hands,” Eric B told 
the NME in an interview in October 
1987, in which he also divulged that 
the album’s title track, “Paid in Full”, 
was put together in the studio in 
roughly half an hour. 

“Rakim’s brother hit me witha 
bass line, I stuck a drum beat on it, 
went out a, drank a soda, came back 
and Rakim had the words ready to 
roll. Simple as that. That don’t mean 
it gotta sound simple, though.” 

The single “Paid in Full” spawned 
at least 50 remixes, introduced Israeli 
vocalist Ofra Haza to the Western 
pop music scene, and became one of 
the most sampled and, hence, most 
influential tracks of its time. The 
album it came from remains one of 
the most distinct and experimental 
rap recordings to be pressed in vinyl

But last fall, as 
they were just getting ready to send out the 
already-late Zero Hour for mixing and mas- 
tering, Dudley Dawson’s jam space was bro- 
ken into and all their equipment thieved. 

‘That was devastating. | doubt a lot of 
bands would survive that,” sighs Merko. 
“We were just getting started, gearing up to 
release this album.

back and. there was just a lot of bullshit 
around it.” He adds that the band recently 
wrote a song about the experience. “One we 
just wrote is called ‘Hearsay,’ and it’s about 
all the bullshit of moving past it, all the 
rumours about who did it and why they stole 
our gear. Enough! We sent the cops to 
enough le,” he chuckles. 

Medic his band mates are hopefull 
done with the bad luck for a while. He adds 
that they are looking forward to their CD 
release, their first show after a seven-month 
hiatus. “We want to get the CD out to fans 
who've asked for it for a long time. We 
worked really hard to make sure Zero Hour 
isn’t pussy-sounding. We're just four guys, 
rocking out and drinking Jagermeister.”

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Fetish icon remains a mystery, 
says director Mary Harron 


THE NOTORIOUS BETTIE PAGE © 
Directed by Mary Harron, Starring Gretchen 
Moll, Chris Bauer, Jared Harris, Opens Fri, 


May 12 


INEVITABLY, THE PHOTOGRAPHS AND 
films of Bettie Page, raven-haired 
model and sex icon, have a campy 
sort of quality to them half a century 
after they were taken. Whether it’s 
“Jungle Bettie” carrying on ina leop- 
ard skin bikini, er the faux-stern 
Mistress Bettie doling out a spank- 
ing to a bound, lingerie-clad 
ingénue, there’s an insouciance, a 
playfulness that seem a part of the 
era when they were taken. 

But in 1956, Page was summoned 
to appear before‘a Senate committee 
that sought to puta stop to the cor- 
rupting influence of the salacious 
images for which she and other 
young women posed. 

“1 don’t think she ever really 
entirely understood or thought 
about the implications or conse- 
quences of posing in those sorts of 
photographs,” says filmmaker Mary 
Harron, who spent more than a 
decade bringing Bettie’s story to the 
screen. “It was just playing dress-up 
and play-acting as far as she was 
concerned. It was harmless.” 


OF HUMANE BONDAGE 

Harron’s feature filmography 
evinces a writer-director interested 
in paradoxical characters, like 
Valerie Solanas, the author and fem- 
inist turned failed assassin in [Shot 
Andy Warhol; or Patrick Bateman, 
the bland, successful yuppie whose 
buffed and polished surface con- 
ceals a homicidal maniac in Amen- 
can Psycho. Though free of violent 
urges, Bettie Page constitutes a simi- 
lar enigma: a devout Christian from 
a strict southern home who became 
a pin-up favourite and a pioneering 
em aa in puritanical 1950s 


age, who turned 83 last month, 
the 


u 


publishing house called Belier Press 
started reprinting her photographs 
in the late 1970s. Before long, a new 
generation of fans had emerged, 
captivated by Page’s dark-haired, 
voluptuous beauty and the unself- 
conscious audacity she projected. 

Harron first encountered Page’s 
photos in 1993 and was intrigued by 
the person behind the pictures. She 
and collaborator Guinevere Turner 
(with whom she co-wrote the 
screenplay for American Psycho) 
began to research Page, interview- 
ing key players in her life to piece 
together a sense of who she was. 

“Tt was hard to turn a real life per- 
son’s story into a movie—you 


wanted to avoid psychologizing Bet- 
tie’s behaviour. 


DELICIOUS BUT DISTANT 

“1 suppose that might have 
played into her desire to be a 
model—it’s very common for peo- 
ple who choose these kinds of 
careers to have incidents of abuse in 
their past,” Harron muses. “But the 
woman in my first film, [Shot Andy 
Warhol, also suffered similar abuse 
and she went on to become a raging 
feminist. So I don’t think we can say, 
oh, Bettie’s life played out in that 
way because of what happened ear- 
lier in her life.” 

In fact, Harron’s film seems to

Eventual- 
ly the co-scenarists decided to focus 
i ly on Page's time in New

Harron and Turner chose to 
touch on the sexual abuse Bettie suf- 
fered at the hands of her father and 
a sexual assault that befell her in 
early adulthood, Harron says she 


avoid altogether speculation about 
Bettie’s inner life. The portrayal may 
be sympathetic, but it’s enigmatic— 
perhaps no less enigmatic than the 
subject was in real life. 

“It's funny because I had a chance 
to speak with her first husband, Billy 
Neal, before he died. He said that 
Bettie was very sweet on the whole, 
she was a kind person, she was very 
tolerant for someone who was 
raised in the South at that time, but 
that there was something remote 
about her,” Harron says. 

“She had a lot of boyfriends and 
she was married four times, but the 
more we talked to people who knew 
her, the more we got the sense that 
even le who were close to her 
Geurnd hen ti be bauceaipohey: So 
we reached the point where we

to solve this mystery. 

Maintaining the mystery while 
fleshing out the person was a chal- 
lenge that reared its head during 
casting. Harron says she saw count- 
less actresses who were a good 
physical match, but who lacked the 
intangibles that gave Bettie her last- 
ing appeal. She eventually audi- 
tioned Gretchen Mol, who she had 
met while casting Amencan Psycho. 
Harron says Mol effortlessly chan- 
neled the same spirit evident in 
Page’s photos. 

“Tt went on for months and 
months and months—that’s part of 
why the film took so long to make, 
because we didn’t have a Bettie,” 
she admits. “We saw many people, 
we also looked at a lot of movies try- 
ing to find the perfect voluptuous 
brunette, and in the end it was a 
rather slender blonde. But Gretchen 
had the innocence and the sexiness 
and the effervescence. She's not just 
imitating someone, she brings Bettie 
to life ina way.”

FILMMAKER MARY HARRON SPENT 
more than a decade bringing the 
story of famed ‘50s cheesecake-slash- 
bondage model Bettie Page to the 
screen. It’s an enjoyable little ride, 
but 90 minutes later you're probably 
no surer of what compelled Harron 
to translate the story into moving 
images than you were before it 
started. 

This may not be apparent imme- 
diately. For one thing, the film’s star, 
Gretchen Mol, delivers a terrific per- 
formance, not so much portraying as 
channeling the exuberant, forthright 
charms and intangible qualities of 
Ms. Page, who went from an ama- 
teur photographer's model to Play- 
boy centerfold and S&M queen dur- 
ing her brief modeling career, which 
ended with her Christian rebirth in 
1957. 

The central irony of Page’s work- 
ing life—and you know there must 
be irony if Harron has set her hand 
to the story—is that Page saw noth- 
ing illicit or shameful in what she 
was doing, while her work no doubt 
offended the sensibilities of society 
at the time.

From there she starts taking 
work with photo clubs—groups of 
shutterbugs who take photos for 
themselves or private clients— 
where she’s easily convinced that

showing a little skin isn’t so bad. 
Actually, she seems to understand 
that intuitively and a stammering 
young photographer has to ask her 
to obscure her pubis from the 
camera’s view so that he doesn’t go 
to jail. 

In no time, Bettie becomes one of 
the top men’s magazine models in 
New York. Fate lands her on the 
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doorstep of the kindly, businesslike 
Irving and Paula Klaw (Chris Bauer 
and Lili Taylor), brother-and-sister 
photographers who shoot bondage 
photos to order. Bettie proves adept 
at this kind of play-acting and makes 
the move to cheaply shot bondage 
movies.

(David Strathairn), who leads a sen- 
ate subcommittee investigating the 
corrupting influence of naughty pic- 
tures on society, but Bettie has 
already begun to suffer the negative 
effects of her notoriety, not least in 
the decline of her relationship with 
her actor boyfriend (Jonathan Wood- 
ward), who finds her bondage mod- 
eling work “disgusting.” 

Through all this, Bettie is remark- 
ably unchanged—she seems unpre- 
tentious, unguarded and at ease 
with how she’s getting through life. 
Mol’s performance ensures that we 
never doubt Bettie is the same 
decent southern girl we meet at the 
start of the story, even when she’s 
tying up another young woman and 
stuffing her in the trunk of a car for 
the cameras. 


THIS OUTFIT TOO SKIMPY 

The problem with The Notorious - 
Bettie Page is that Bettie is virtually 
the only character in the story treat- 
ed with any depth at all. 

Harron draws ona stock of reper- 
tory players who have done good 
work for her in the past, like Lili 
Taylor and Jared Harris from Har- 
ron’s first feature, | Shot Andy 
Warhol, and they do infuse some 
character into their scantily written 
parts. The fellows who play two of 
the three men Bettie would marry in 
her lifetime fare less well, flashing 
across the screen so briefly that 
you're not sure why Harron includ- 
ed them at all. 

Harron and co-writer Guinevere 
Turner may also have intended to 
examine attitudes toward sex in the 
1950s America, but the suggestion 
that moral arbiters of the era may 
have been repressive, hypocritical, 
and hysterical about nudity and sex- 
uality is scarcely a revelation. 

So, in the end, The Notorious Bettie 
Page feels a little bit slight, skimping 
both on the details of the real Page’s 
life and on a wider social context for 
the taboos she so insouciantly trans- 
gressed. What you're left with is a 
winning central performance from 
Mol and a filmmaker having a great 
time with her medium. 4 

If you can calibrate your expecta- * 
tions to around that level, you 
should find your money’s worth in 
there somewhere.

“AND NOW LADIES AND GENTLEMAN, 
Los Zafiros!” 

Imagine a tenuous Ed Sullivan 
unwittingly erasing the Cold War as 
he introduces the latest craze in 
music purveyed by four lads, not 
from Liverpool, but from Havana’s 
Cayo Huesto neighborhood. How 
the course of history may have been 
turned on its head. 

Instead, alas, Los Zafiros, one of 
the hottest sensations in Cuba dur- 
ing the late ‘60s, enjoyed a brief 
moment in the sun, savoured the 
excesses of fame, and faded away 
like an extinguished match, having 
had essentially no impact on the 
music scene in the US because of the 
climate of political paranoia that 
seeped into every aspect of life at 
the time. 

Ry Cooder helped to unearth the 
Cuban music scene and export it to 
Americans as a viable art form 
through Wim Wenders’ film Buena 
Vista Social Club, so the path was 
paved for Lorenzo DeStefano to 
revive the ghost of Los Zafiros 
through the memory of two of the 
band’s surviving members, Manuel 
Galiban (guitarist and arranger) and 
Miguel Cancio (vocalist). 

Through stills and archival televi- 
sion footage, DeStefano provides a 
snapshot of the evolution and quick 
dissolve of a “pop” music phenome- 
non that emerges in post-revolution- 
ary Cuba. Los Zafiros (The Sap- 
phires) took their name from a gem- 
stone found in Miguel Cancio’s ring. 
Though Cancio recalls candidly that 
other names were considered for the 
band (The Diamonds and The 
Rubies were already taken), it is 
somehow fitting that translucent 
blue becomes the band’s colour. 
Though Los Zafiros enjoyed the 
splendors of fame, a trace of melan- 
cholia runs through the lives of men 
who were essentially just kids when 
their star ascended ona sound that 
combines, as one of their fans says, - 
“the rhythm of calypso with the 
African rhythms of our Cuban 
music.” 

Ironically, as mentioned in the 
film, Los Zafiros become popular 


because the choreography and their 
blended four-part harmonies bor- 
row elements of American doo-wop 
music and sounds crafted in the 
early days of Motown. It’s also 
telling that Los Zafiros mount a 
career that runs parallel to that of the 
Beatles, only instead of playing Shea 
Stadium in 1965, they are conquer- 
ing Moscow and Berlin. 

The film makes a statement about 
the commodification of art to pro- 
mote a particular political agenda. 
It’s doubtful that the director actual- 
ly intended to dwell on the deeper 
political significance of what tran- 
spired around this quartet of four 
singers and their guitarist as the “60s 
turned a page: his focus is much 
more personal, calling on wives, var- 
ious former girlfriends, and col- 
leagues to share anecdotes that pro- 
vide insight into this group consist- 
ing of kids who come from diverse 
backgrounds. Edwardo “El Chino” 
Hernandez, for example an “auto 
body mechanic and Judo teacher,” 
transforms into a heartthrob. 

As the wife of guitarist and 
arranger Galban says, “When a 
women heard a song come from 
him, they would melt. His voice was 
just like honey.” 

As expected, relations are strained 
by too many hours staring at each 
other in planes and on buses. The 
band splits up, a subject skimmed 
over in the film. As middle age takes 
hold, fueled by a youth of overindul- 
gence, a few of the seminal members 
of Los Zafiros assume their place in 
rock and roll heaven. 

The film finds its bittersweet 
essence in scenes where the two 
remaining members of the group 
candidly discuss memories as they 
stroll through the beautiful 
chiaroscuro streets of Havana. 

If you're looking for a four-course 
meal that provides insight into the 
socio-political character of Cubans, 
Los Zafiros will not satisfy, but if it’s 
dessert you're after, augmented with 
a fine cigar, you will find the film 
engaging. As one of the residents of 
Trillo Park suggests, “You know 
how Cubans are. If there’s no music, 
there are no drinks. If there are’no 
music and drinks, there is no happi- 
ness.” Just within that happiness is 
the refracted nature of the sapphire, 
reminding one of the ephemeral 
nature of fame and fragility of life.

ing string of gags, Jerome manages 
to strike out with most of the stereo- 
typical art-skank sub-species, from 
the brooding beatnik who alternates 
between hysterical tears and hysteri- 
cal laughter at Jerome's touch, to the 
cleavage-wielding nympho, who 
assures Jerome she’s pretty sure she 
doesn’t have AIDS. 

Once ensconced at Strathmore, 
surrounded by variably talented 
classmates and embittered has-been 
instructors, Jerome sets his sights on 
the lovely Audrey (Sophie Myles), 
an artist’s model and the daughter of 
a respected painter. Audrey, howev-

er, seems to have eyes for Jonah 
(Matt Keeslar), a lantern-jawed stu- 
dent whose technique-less depic- 
tions of sports cars, tanks, and rock- 
etships become the toast of the 
school. With the unwitting help of 
Jimmy, a Strathmore grad turned 
drunken, misanthropic failure, 
Jerome connives to win Audrey’s 
affections and launch his own career. 
Grim irony ensues. 

Art School Confidential starts off 
like a teen comedy, with its rapid- 
fire spray of visual one-liners, before 





setting upon its satirical targets in an 
aggregation of celebrity cameos and 
caricatures, including John 
Malkovich as a condescending, self- 
absorbed drawing instructor whose 
own artistic career is floundering; 
Steve Buscemi as a self-aggrandizing 
gallery owner; Jim Broadbent as the 
fiercely cynical wash-out Jimmy; 
Anjelica Huston, whose art history 
teacher is too sympathetic to merit 
much screen time; and Nick Sward- 
son (the Barq’s root beer guy!) as 
Jerome's fashion student roommate 
who makes the third act realization 
that he’s gay. There's the full com- 
plement of angry lesbians, vegan 
holy men, art-masochists and bull- 
shit philosophers rounding out the 
student body. 

Art School Confidential also har- 
bours a nasty subplot involving a 
serial killer, which darkens things 
considerably. Trouble is, the first half 
of the film is constructed of two- 
dimensional characters and broad 
caustic asides about art school, so 
there's no narrative infrastructure to 
support the increasingly elaborate 
plot. 

By the end, you start to wonder 
what happened to the movie you 
started watching as Clowes and 
Zwigoff extend their satire to the 
entire contemporary art industry. 
Clever maybe, but not what you 
would call funny ha-ha, and not 
very engaging. 

That's not to say that Art School 
Confidential isn’t at times quite enter- 
taining—in the absolute scheme of 
comic book adaptations it’s 
good. But Clowes and Zwigpif > 
showed with Ghost World that they 
could make a film from a comic 
book that was both cynical and soul- 
ful. Why settle for less?

IT’S NHL PLAYOFF SEASON AGAIN, AND 
we all know what that means. It’s 
time for players, coaches, and gener- 
al managers to trot out their juiciest 
sports clichés in the “locker-room 
talk” post game interviews that 
we've all been following with such 
attention since our very own Oilers 
beat Detroit. (This is, after all, a team 
witha winning strategy. Surely we 
too can learn something about 
becoming “winners” if we follow 
their advice?) 

It’s certainly comforting for the 
committed hockey fan to hear his 


favourite offensive linesman note, 
seemingly without irony, that the 
best way to go about winning the 
big game is to “get out there and put 
the puck in the net.” But do we real- 
ly need him to tell us that? Once 
you've stopped to think about it for 
a moment you just might catch 
yourself muttering under your 
breath at the TV or the radio: “like, 
um, no duh man...” 

\ satire looking to poke fun at the 
inanities of the world of professional 
sport could get a good deal of 
mileage out of this type of hack- 
neyed-truism-disguised-as-deep- 
analysis, yet Blackballed: The Bobby 
Dukes Story, Daily Show correspon- 
dent Rob Corddry’s first starring 
role on the big screen, goes further, 
skewering the conventions of both 
the underdog sports movie and the 
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talking-head documentary, poking 
fun at America’s “second place is 
first place for losers” mentality, and 
slipping in some anti-Canadian 
jokes for good measure. A cross 
between Dodgeball: A True Underdog 
Story (2004) and This is Spinal Tap 
(1983), Blackballed follows the story of 
a disgraced former paintball title- 
holder, Bobby Dukes (Corddry), 
attempting a comeback after being 
banned from the sport for ten years 
for the heinous crime of “wiping,” 
dabbing, paint from his jersey in a 
heated moment of play during a 
championship game. 

Trying to shake off his famous 
disgrace, Bobby finds an unlikely 
ally in Lenny Pear (Paul Scheer), the 
referee who called him out, as he 
puts together a motley assortment of 
losers and weirdoes—the only peo- 
ple willing to give him a second 
chance—in order to compete in the 
Hudson Valley Paintball Classic. As 
the captain of “The Rounds,” as they 
call themselves (there’s a hilarious 
scene halfway through the film in 
which they reject more obvious 
names like “Death Squad” and 
“Death Merchants”), Bobby brushes 
up against his former best-friend 
and teammate Sam Brown (Rob 
Huebel), a dumb jock with an inflat- 
ed ego, convinced that Bobby 
remains a cheater, and, inevitably, 
they face-off on the playing field, 
where Bobby confronts his past and 
finally finds redemption. 

It’s the familiar trite scenario 
made even more ridiculous purely 
by virtue of the fact that this is a film

about paintball, a bizarre, and, let’s 
face it, somewhat dumb “sport,” one 
that few would recognize as a team 
game. This is something the film 
even addresses directly, with Bobby 
rather wistfully imagining a time 
when paintball commands the devo- 
tion of millions of hot-blooded fans 
like soccer does. 

The fact that there are actually 
semi-professional paintball leagues 
in North America which do this 
kind of thing lends the whole enter- 
prise an embarrassing air of 
verisimilitude, as do the constantly 
mouthed platitudes about the team 
being a “band of brothers” joined 
together by-“an unbreakable bond,” 
or “an orchestra” in which each 
member plays a different instrument 
while remaining in harmony with 
the others. 

Bill Henry (DJ Hazard), Bobby’s 
bull-headed mentor and owner of 
Liberty Paintball, the sponsor of the 
Classic congratulates The Rounds on 





a particularly dramatic win with an 
overstatement characteristic of most 
sports-talk when he declares: “You 
served up a sixteen ounce bottle of 
annihilation with a devastation chas- 
er... 
Nevertheless, audiences may have 
the most fun with the sly jabs at the 
neuroses of Dubya’s America. 
There’s something deliciously sub- 
versive about the fact that its Crosby 
Peters (Seth Morris), a new age yoga 
fanatic from Prince Edward Island 
who confesses that he’s “just not in 
to all that violence stuff,” who cap- 
tures the final flag, and it’s easy to 
miss the fact that the seemingly 
patriotic rantings of the psychotic ex- 
marine Eddie Reynolds (Rob Riggle) 
are actually about how “Uncle Sam’ 
is going to burn peoples’ houses 
down and kill their children. The 
subtlety in the satire proves that this 
is more than just a good-natured 
one-joke movie.

THE LATE, GREAT BRITISH ACTOR OLIV- 
er Reed once instructed a younger 
colleague that to plausibly portray a 
tough guy an actor merely needed to 
remain quiet. A truly dangerous 
individual, Reed argued, doesn’t 
wear his heart on his sleeve. Secure 
in his toughness, he’d hold doors 
open for little old ladies, remaining 
cool and collected, knowing well 
that should some punk give him any 
lip he could easily snap the offend- 
er’s neck like twig, with little effort 
and no mess to mop up. Only those 
with little confidence in their ability 
to snap necks like twigs feel a need 
to advertise their toughness. 

Tough guy Ethan Hunt, as por- 
trayed by Tom Cruise, represents 
the opposite of the Ollie Reed school 
of tough. Cruise's tough guy is in 
constant conflict with the entire 
world, attempting to stare down the 
opposition before exploding in an 
exaggerated display of childish vio- 
lence with no regard for any conse- 
quences whatsoever. “You’ve never 
seen me angry”, Cruise previously 
remarked in the guise of agent Ethan 
Hunt. 

Actually, Tom, we have. Though 
we've yet to see you happy, disap- 
pointed, or puzzled without being 
subjected to attempts to establish a 
chronically misunderstood hero sto- 
ically wreaking havoc on the 


world—for reasons more often than 
not known only to himself—without 
so much as batting an eye, little less 
tendering an explanation. Your latest 
feature is no exception. 

Now the original television series 
on which the Mission Impossible Fran- 
chise is based belonged to that long 
gone school of ‘60s, Cold War, secret 
agent yarns that had little in the way 
of believable violence—nary a - 
knuckle was scraped, no hairdo ever 
ruffled, regardless of how much 
punishment was dealt. But what the 
original Mission: Impossible, The 
Avengers, Danger Man, even The Man 
from U.N.C.L.E., lacked in plausibili- 
ty they made up for with scores of 
charm, style, and eloquence. They 
also put the ’ in Intelligence. That, 
after all, is what the ‘Y in acronyms 
such as CSIS, MI6, or CIA, suppos- 
edly stands for. 

The third impossible mission, as 
directed by Jeffrey Abrams, belongs 
to that outmoded school of intelli- 
gence only in the James Bond sense 
of the word; spying less concerned 
with who is smarter—more often 
than not, it’s the villain bent on tak- 
ing over the world—than who has 
the smartest toys, pimpest rides, and 
hottest sidekicks. What made Bond 

the star of Cold War celluloid agents 
was the fact that his franchise man- 
aged to combine enough of the 
above with liberal doses of charm, 
style, and eloquent wit, masking his 
rather poor track record as an intelli- 
gent agent and the fact that he could 








be quite an insufferable male-chau- 
vinist prick. Which brings us back to 
the latest Tom Cruise flick. 

It’s a drama where action mask 
both the lack and limited presence of 
plausibility, charm, and eloquence in 
a surprisingly entertaining romp 
about a bad guy (here an evil arms 
trader delectably portrayed by 
Phillip Seymour Hoffman) and the 
team of thoroughly good guys (Ving 
Rhames, Jonathan Rhys-Meyers, and 
Maggie Q, led by Tom Cruise), who, 
for reasons only known to them- 
selves, have to stop the bad guy 
from doing something very, very 
naughty. Oh, and then there's a 
shady boss (Laurence Fishbourne) 
and his equally shady assistant (Billy 
Crudup) eagerly guarding shady 
secrets, some comic relief (in the 
shape of a nerdy Simon “Shaun of the 
Dead” Pegg), and an underlying geo- 
political message delivered with all 
the finesse of a cruise missile 
through one’s window. 

When director Abrams says 
“action”, he clearly means just that. 
In other words, a drama not so shal- 
low as to seem entirely devoid of 
depth, yet light enough to be useful 
on one of those rainy summer 
evenings. Though not so good as to 
make one wish for rain.

“WILL THEY SINK OR SWIM?” IS THE 
ominous question on the invitation 
to Pirate: 13 BEA Grads Walk the 
Plank. Dan Godwin, this year’s BFA 
Grad Society president, explains the 
origins of the theme—an oddly 
puckish one for what is usually a 
beacon of seriousness, as students 
strive to convey a grand idea that 
must sum up the last four years or 
so of their lives. 

“When you're looking for a theme 
for a show, you can usually select 
relating ideas, themes of work, 
through lines of similarity,” Godwin 
says. “The only similarity that was 
with us, essentially, was that we're 
graduating together. When we all 
got together and started brainstorm- 
ing words for the show, someone 
tossed out ‘pirate’ and we voted on 
it and it came out the winner.” He 
concludes with a laugh, “I guess it 
wasn’ tas bad as any of the others.” 

Making your grad show theme a 
comedic reference to the kind of 
panicked dread that sets in for any 
student emerging from the hallowed 
halls of learning (on the verge of 
being catapulted into the non-acade- 
mic world) has chutzpah. 

The Class of ‘06 must be a barrel 
of monkeys. 

“Every year has its own flavour. 
Pirate is a little tongue-in-cheek, a 
quirky representative of the show, 
but it’s more something we are 
using as a design theme for the invi- 
tations,” Godwin adds. “We're seri- 
ous about our work, and a high level 
of research and commitment has 
gone into every piece in the show.” 
So, it’s not like viewers at the FAB 
Gallery will be greeted by swaying 
palm trees, doubloon-stuffed chests, 
and students sporting parrots, peg- 
legs, and cutlasses (although that 
would be something to see). 

Instead, viewers will get to check 
out the work of an emerging genera- 
tion of artists. “I was on the jury, 
selecting work for the show,” states 
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Godwin. Other classes have had 
more people, but because of our size, 
we can show more pieces.” Godwin 
points out the generous space really 
benefits artists who work in larger 
scales. “Someone like Erin Hooper, 
whose pieces are quite huge—she 
still gets to show more than one. 
And someone like me, I could show 
a series, a small body of work. Thir- 
teen artists; roughly six pieces each... 
it should really give people a good 
idea of what we're working with.” 
And that kind of knowledge of 
artistic intent and process is the 
point of any art show. Instead of cre- 
ating the traditional catalogue to

accompany Pirate, the grads opted 
for a different way to give viewers 
something to take home. “We made 
up these artist cards, like business 
cards,” Godwin says. “We had each 
student pick out a piece that was 
representative of them, we had it 
professionally photographed, and 
designed. Now we'll all have some- 
thing to hand someone who is inter- 
ested in our work. We think that’s 
more useful—for us and people who 
get the cards.” Sets of all the artist 
cards are available for $10 at the FAB 
Gallery. 

Surely with a theme like Pirate, 
there must be something kitschy at 
the show. It can’t all be tasteful and 
arty. How about some Johnny 4. 
Depp-like eyeliner? Chocolate gold- 
foiled coins? 

Godwin gamely replies, in dead- 
pan camp: “Expect hidden treasures 
at the show. Arr.”
